SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Blue Movie is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The DVD contains a sexually explicit feature and other components, some of which are 
also sexually explicit. The feature contains a scene of sexual activity between a man 
and a woman who appears to be his psychiatrist. While the scene is potentially of 
concern because it raises issues of medical ethics, it is presented in a farcical and 
unrealistic manner. 

The publication contains some moderately degrading, dehumanising and demeaning 
depictions of sexual activity. These are brief and occur to a limited extent. The feature 
also contains scenes in which obese people are depicted as inferior. However, these 
depictions are brief, are intended to be humorous and have a limited impact, 
notwithstanding the concerns that such representations raise. 

Given the explicit presentations of sexual activity, the publication is likely to be 
injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been taken into 
account in determining this classification. This classification represents the minimum 
interference with the freedom of expression consistent with Parliament’s intention to 
prevent likely injury to the public good. 
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
